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In the year and three months since the army Medical Library adopted micro- 
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film copying as an extension of its service to those at a distance, the number IMBE 
of orders has reached more than 4,000 per month, which is ten times the average CONS 
attained by Medicofilm Service at the modest price of twenty-five cents each, } 
during the final months of its operation. 
This remarkable increase in so short a time can be attributed only in part sie 
to the expanding needs of our own and allied medical units at home and overseas. 7 
It is quite likely due, rather to the elimination of the annoyance connected 
with remitting small payment for microfilms than to an unwillingness to pay 
these small sums. We are doubtful that it is due at all to any natural inclin- org 
ation on the part of people to get something for nothing. VLE: 
In regard to this latter point, the "something," although a tangible ob- 
ject, is of value only to the extent that it conveys information useful in the ae 
solution of the special problems upon which each one is engaged. Microfilms 
Save the time and effort required in visiting a library to obtain gratis the ae 
Same information. In the truest sense, microfilm copying is simply an exten- 
sion and perfection of the service which it is the purpose of reference librar- se 
ies to render to those engaged in research. ‘ficrofilms, themselves, are value- vu 
less unless they give service. ont 
Library service has been taken for granted for so long that any departure : 
from the freedom with which it is rendered can be regarded only as a step in — 
the wrong direction. This is especially so in the case of organized research, 
which is largely carried on in institutions which provide not only the material : 
things but the source literature upon which the most successful prosecution of oe 
the work depends. These institutions usuatly have elaborate systems of control 
of expenditures and the payment of small sums for microfilms involve the same es 
details as the payment of larger sums. The accounting costs in some cases may _ 
even be as great as the small sum involved. Hence, microfilm copying conducted 
op a commercial basis not only costs more to operate, but places an unwarranted ais 
burden upon many of those who are best able to use it to advantage. 
The remarkable increase in the use of microfilms supplied without charge om 
by the army Medical Library is striking evidence that this innovation is most aie 
certain to attain its maximum usefulness when conducted for the benefit of WEBI 
those at a distance on the same free basis as the service rendered to those who no8 
come to the Library. se

after many delays which were occasioned by the war emergency, the micro- 
film viewer pictured above has finally been put into quantity production. It 
is being sent now, to all those who have asked to be put on on list to receive 
it. To others who request microfiies from the Photoduplication Service of the 
army Medical Library, it will be sent on approval. The price, $3.75, is what 
we transmit to the manufacturer. Our own contribution is simply that of act- 
ing as intermediary in getting them promptly into the hands of those who need 
them. 

The viewer is provided with a space for the film which is large enough 
to receive a kodachrome or other pictorial slide. This will enable the manu- 
facturer to offer them to the general public at a later date, through photo- 
graphic supply dealers. Thus will he reached a sufficiently large market to 
permit an eventual lowering of the price. 

A microfilm viewer of this type has the advantage that it can be held 
before the eyes while the body assumes whatever position is most comfortable, 
instead of requiring the position to be adjusted to that of a projector screen 
or of the pages of a bound volume. It should be noted that the first reaction 
of most persons who examine a monocular microfilm viewer is that it is diffi- 
cult to use. Naturally, it is quite different from reading a printed page. 
Considering the relative infrequency of reading films and the far greater con- 
venience of being able to read them at your desk instead of having to go to a 
central office to use a projector or having to make long trips to libraries to 
consult the originals, an effort to accustom oneself to a monocular viewer is 
well worthwhile in spite of difficulties experienced in its use. 

It is adapted especially to the needs of those in isolated places and of 
those who wish to take the literature pertaining to their work, to their homes 
or elsewhere for more leisurely study than is possible in the laboratory or the 
library.
